of FEBRUARY, A.D., 1949, at the hour of three o’clock in the 
afternoon, at Our City of Edmonton, personally be and appear 
for the despatch of business to treat, act, do and conclude upon 
those things, which, in the Legislature of Our Province of Alberta, 
by the Common Council of Our said Province, may, by the favour 
of God, be ordained. 


HEREIN FAIL NOT.

Letters to be made Patent, and the Great Seal of Our Province 
of Alberta to be hereunto affixed. 


WITNESS the Honourable John Campbell Bowen, Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Our Province of Alberta; in Our City of 
Edmonton, in Our Province of Alberta, this nineteenth day of 
January, in the year of Our Lord One Thousand, Nine Hundred 
and Forty-nine, and in the thirteenth year of Our Reign.

The Members having been duly sworn in by His Honour the 
Honourable the Lieutenant Governor and having subscribed to 
the Roll containing the Oath, took their seats. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne: 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to inform you that he does not see fit to declare 
the causes of the summoning of the present Legislature of this 
Province until a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been 
chosen according to law; but today at the hour of 3:15 o’clock 
ae Honour will declare the causes of the calling of this Legis- 
ature.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Premier, the Honourable Ernest C. Manning, addressing 
the Clerk, nominated Peter Dawson, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Little Bow, to take the Chair of this Assembly, as 
Speaker, seconded by Mr. H. B. Macdonald. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, 


Mr. Wray moved, seconded by Mr. H. J. MacDonald “That 
Mr. L. C. Halmrast, Member for the Electoral Division of 
Warner, be appointed Speaker.” 


Mr. Halmrast briefly addressed the Legislative Assembly, 
and in graceful terms withdrew his name from nomination as 
he had never wished or expressed any desire to hold the position 
of Speaker. 
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The Clerk of Legislative Assembly then said: “As the 
Honourable Member for Warner has withdrawn his name from 
nomination, I now declare that Peter Dawson is duly appointed 
Speaker of this Legislative Assembly according to law.” 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed, 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him with the following speech: 


“Honourable Members: 


I sincerely appreciate the honour you have conferred upon 
me by electing me for the fourth time to act as Speaker of this 
Assembly. 


The twelve years during which I have occupied the Speaker- 
ship and the extensive and varied experience which I have 
gained as Presiding Officer enable me to say with some assurance 
that it will be my earnest endeavour to exercise the powers, 
privileges and rights of the Chair, and at the same time have 
respect and hold in high regard the liberties, privileges and 
rights of the members of the Assembly. 


In upholding the traditions, usages and dignities of the 
Chair and the Assembly, I am confident that I shall be loyally 
supported by all members of the Legislature. I thank you for 
the honourable position you have appointed me to fill.”’ 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor re- 
turned to the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the performance 
of those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray that 
the fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose 
servant I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them 
to discharge their duty to their King and Country, hereby claim 
all their undoubted rights and privileges especially that they may 
have freedom of speech in their debates and access to your person 
at all reasonable time; and that their proceedings may receive 
from you the most favourable construction.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant Governor to declare to you that he freely confides in the 
duty and attachment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person 
and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings will 
be conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants and 
upon all occasions will recognize and allow their constitutional 
privileges. 


I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall 
have ready access to His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant 
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Governor upon all suitable occasions and all their proceedings as 
well as their work and actions will constantly receive from him 
the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I have much pleasure in welcoming you to this First Session 
of the Eleventh Legislature of the Province of Alberta. I am 
confident you will discharge your duties in a manner that will 
justify the trust and confidence placed in you by your electors. 


Since the Legislative Assembly last met in session, our 
Province has suffered the loss of an able Minister of the Crown 
in the person of the late William Allen Fallow, who served the 
people of Alberta faithfully as Minister of Public Works from 
September, 1935, until his death shortly before the dissolution 
of the Tenth Legislature. On behalf of all assembled I wish to 
pay tribute to his memory. 


In contrast to the distressing conditions prevailing in many 
parts of the world, our Province has enjoyed a year of economic © 
progress and general well-being marked by unprecedented de- 
velopment of our natural resources with beneficial results to our 
people and to the whole of Canada. 


The policies of my Government, designed to encourage the 
orderly development of our resources through individual enter- 
prise, while preventing monopoly control and ensuring the public 
a fair share of the returns from such development, have proven 
their effectiveness and will be continued and extended as the 
best interests of our people require. 


Alberta has attained international recognition as one of the 
major oil-producing areas of the continent. My Government is 
pleased to report that increased revenues from the development 
of our resources will make possible improved and expanded essen- 
tial public services and a greater measure of financial assistance 
to Municipalities, without the imposition of any new forms of 
taxation. 


A Royal Commission has been appointed to determine the 
extent of Alberta’s natural gas reserves and the future require- 
ments of our Province in relation to proposals for the export of 
surplus gas. It is hoped the Commission’s report will be available 
for the consideration of the Assembly during the present session. 


A competent forestry engineer is being employed to make a 
complete survey of the forested areas of the Province and to 
advise on all matters pertaining to forest conservation and 
administration. 


In co-operation with the Eastern Rockies Forest Conserva- 
tion Board, my Government will continue its program of forest 
conservation to safeguard the future of our lumber industry and 
to ensure a lasting water supply for the Prairie Provinces. In 
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order that the available river waters of our Province may be 
utilized for the stabilization of Agriculture and for the develop- 
ment of power, my Government will continue to press for, and 
financially assist, the extension of irrigation and power projects. 


To further aid in the stabilization of our basic industry you 
will be asked to approve amendments to The Agricultural Socie- 
ties Act, providing for a new scale of assistance to, and a 
clarification of, the services rendered by Agricultural Societies 
organized within the Province. 


Further aid will be extended to Municipalities for the erection 
of seed grain cleaners to intensify the control of noxious weeds. 
Amendments will be proposed to The Live Stock Diseases Act to 
provide for the establishment of Bovine Brucellosis Restricted 
Areas to aid in the control of this disease which is causing serious 
losses to the live stock industry. 


Steps will be taken to initiate a program of rural tree 
planting to assist farmers in water conservation and the preven- 
tion of soil erosion. 


To further encourage individual efforts to make rural life 
more attractive, and to give due recognition to farmers who, 
through intelligent farm management and community service, 
contribute to the advancement of farming as an occupation, it is 
proposed to initiate an annual Master Farmers competitive pro- 
gram supervised by the Department of Agriculture. Continued 
active support will be given to rural electrification co-operatives 
to further the extension of rural electrification wherever feasible 
throughout the Province. 


In the field of Public Health, you will be asked to appropriate 
funds for the establishment of three additional full-time health 
units and one additional travelling mental hygiene clinic, thereby 
extending disease preventive services to additional areas of the 
Province. 


You will also be asked to approve appropriations for the 
establishment and operation of a branch of the provincial labora- 
tory at the Central Alberta Sanatorium to meet the increased 
needs for Public Health laboratory services and to make such 
services more readily accessible to citizens residing in the 
southern part of the Province. 


Legislation providing for the hospitalization and treatment 
of children and young people suffering from arthritis will be 
submitted for your approval. 


In order that the most effective scientific measures may be 
directed toward the prevention of disease and disability and the 
reduction of deaths among mothers and children, it is proposed 
to establish a Division of Maternal and Child Health within the 
Department of Public Health and Welfare. 


To provide more adequately for our aged citizens and blind 
pensioners and for widowed mothers in need of assistance, you 
will be asked to approve an increase in the special supplementary 
allowance paid by the Province to pension recipients and in the 
amount paid to widows who qualify for Mother’s Allowance. 
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Legislation will be introduced to implement recommendations 
contained in the report of the Royal Commission on Taxation 
tabled during the last session of the Legislature. These measures 
will relieve Municipalities of all costs in connection with Old Age 
Pensions. The Province also will assume a substantial share of 
the costs of child welfare and indigent relief, including hospital 
and medical care, which costs in respect to such cases in Muni- 
cipal Districts have been borne by the Municipalities. 


Additional financial aid will be extended to Municipalities 
and Improvement Districts by increased grants for road con- 
struction and by the Province assuming the entire costs of the 
construction and maintenance of provincial highways passing 
through towns and villages. 


You will also be asked to approve special grants to Muni- 
cipalities in lieu of municipal taxation on certain buildings owned 
by the Provincial Government situated in cities or towns and 
“used exclusively for commercial purposes. 


A Professional Assessor’s Branch will be established in the 
Department of Municipal Affairs to aid Municipal Councils in 
conducting assessments in towns, villages and hamlets. The 
services of this branch also will be available to all cities for 
purposes of consultation and advice in matters pertaining to 
assessments. 


In the field of education, you will be asked to approve 
increased grants for the operation of schools as recommended 
by the Royal Commission on Taxation. 


My government will continue its efforts to alleviate the 
existing shortage of qualified teachers and to this end a program 
has been prepared through which co-operative efforts between 
School Boards and the Department of Education should result 
in a further increased enrolment in the Faculty of Education. 


Steps have been taken to assure the future security of those 
who devote their lives to the service of teaching by implementing 
the provisions of The Teachers’ Retirement Fund Act. 


My Government attaches much importance to its program 
designed to provide our Province with an adequate system of 
public highways and roads. You will be asked to approve sub- 
stantial expenditures for the continuation of main highway 
construction and improvement, and in addition substantially 
increased sums will be recommended for the construction and 
improvement of district roads and bridges. 


Estimates will be submitted for the erection of essential 
public buildings during the coming year and for further work 
on projects already under construction, including the Aberhart 
Memorial Sanatorium, the new School of Agriculture at Fairview, 
the University of Alberta Library Building and the enlargement 
of the University Hospital. 


In the field of industries and labor, my Government will 
continue its program of industrial expansion and the promotion 
of harmonious employer-employee relationships. To this end it 
is proposed to extend the services provided by the Industrial 
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. Development Board and the Board of Industrial Relations. 
Particular attention will be paid to industrial standards, hours 
of employment, holidays with pay and such other matters as will 
assure the just rights of both employees and employers while 
striving at all times to improve industrial efficiency and maintain 
uninterrupted production in the best interests of all our citizens. 


The program of selective immigration, which during the past 
year has brought many hundreds of desirable immigrants to 
Alberta, will be continued during the coming year and closely 
integrated with the economic and industrial development of our 
Province. It is planned to expand Alberta’s already extensive 
tourist trade and to establish this business on a year-round basis. 
Cultural activities throughout the Province will be still further 
encouraged and grants for libraries and scholarships increased 
according to need. 


To ensure our people the greatest possible measure of control 
over their own financial resources, my Government will pro- 
gressively extend its system of Treasury Branches throughout the 
Province during the coming year. 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year and detailed 
estimates of expenditures for all departments of Government 
will be submitted for your careful consideration. 


The report of the Committee appointed by the last Legisla- 
ture to enquire into matters pertaining to automobile insurance 
in the Province will be submitted during the session for your 
consideration and such action as you deem in the public interest. 


I leave you now to the business of this session with the prayer 
that you may be given Divine wisdom and guidance in all your 
deliberations.

Mr. Ponich, Honourable Member for Vegreville rose on a 
point of information in regard to editorials appearing in the two 
Edmonton dailies on the Danis case and asked the Honourable 
the Attorney General if he would care to make a statement to 
this Assembly. 


The Hon. Mr. Maynard, Attorney General, replied as follows: 


“Tt ig not usual for the Attorney General to make a statement 
or explanation in respect of the outcome of a criminal case tried 
before the Courts, but in view of the fact that an editorial has 
appeared in each of the Edmonton daily newspapers with respect 
to the recent prosecution of L. P. Danis, and in one instance it 
has been suggested that there might have been a “deal” between 
the counsel for the Crown and for the accused, I am stating the 
facts so that there may be no misunderstanding on the part of 
the public as to the procedure followed by the Agent of the 
Attorney General in this case. 


The aecused was charged before the Supreme Court on three 
counts: 


1. Breach of trust by a public officer for which there is a 
maximum penalty of five years’ imprisonment. 


2. Being an official of the Government of demanding a 
reward or a commission for himself, for which the penalty is a 
fine and imprisonment not exceeding one year. 


3. Of counselling the obtaining of money by false pretences 
for which there is a maximum penalty of three years’ imprison- 
ment. 

When counsel for the accused advised that his client was 
prepared to plead guilty to one of these charges, the Agent of the 
Attorney General was instructed that if the accused pleaded guilty 
to the most serious offence, he was authorized to stay proceedings 
on the other two counts. The same facts were relied upon by 
the Crown to prove each of the three counts set forth in the 
charge, and it is common practice by counsel for the Crown to 
drop or stay the less serious counts if the accused is found or 
pleaded guilty to the more serious offence. 


This is an almost invariable rule in order to avoid multiplicity 
‘of actions and trials. 


The Agent of the Attorney General was further instructed 
in the event the accused pleaded guilty to place all of the facts 
and circumstances fully and fairly before the learned Trial Judge 
and advise him that the Crown was not consenting to a suspension 
of sentence, but that the Crown would leave the matter of sen- 
tence entirely to the discretion of the learned Trial Judge. 
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It may be pointed out that in all criminal cases, the question 
as to the proper sentence to be imposed upon an accused person 
is to be determined by the learned Trial Judge after hearing 
counsel for the Crown and representations made on behalf of 
an accused person. It is not usual, and in my opinion, not proper 
for the Agent of the Attorney General to request or suggest to 
the Court the nature of the penalty or the length of sentence to 
be imposed upon an accused person by the learned Trial Judge. 
His duty is to inform the Court fully as to the facts and the nature 
of the offence. 


In this case the accused had no previous record, and the 
learned Trial Judge decided that the ends of justice would be met 
if he suspended sentence for a period of two years on the accused 
entering into the usual recognizance in that behalf. 


It may be said that the fact the accused was a former civil 
servant was an added reason, if one were needed, why the Crown 
should not endeavour to influence the learned Trial Judge with 
respect to the punishment to be imposed upon him. 


I can say emphatically and categorically that there was no 
“deal” of any kind with the accused or anyone acting on his 
behalf.”

Whereas the Dominion Government 8% sales tax constitutes 
a serious factor in preventing fuel oils from Western fields from 
competing in price with similar products from the U.S.A., thus 
resulting in the needless expenditure of millions of American 
dollars through the import of these fuel oils; 


Therefore be it resolved that this Legislative Assembly 
urgently request the Dominion Government to remove the 8% 
sales tax on bunker “‘C”’ fuel oil.

In respect to (c) and (d), the two cities mentioned serve as 
Distribution Centres for large areas and that hotel premises at 
distant points order supplies either from Edmonton or Calgary 
and the value of their purchases are included in the figures 
shown as sales of beer. Outside licensees served from Calgary 
number 71; and from Edmonton 134. 


Mr. Wray asked the Government the following question, of 
which he had given notice, and which was answered by the Hon. 
Mr. Manning: 


Q. What did it cost the Government to have the Royal 
Commission investigate the whole field of Child Welfare 
in this Province?

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Special Session, 1949. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I take pleasure in welcoming you to the Second Session of 
the Eleventh Legislative Assembly. 


Since your last session, the Province of Alberta has continued 
to experience extensive development of her resources, particularly 
in respect to oil and natural gas. The nature and extent of this 
development is such as to attract dominion-wide and even inter- 
national attention and My Government views with much satisfac- 
tion the progress that has been made. 


In order to ensure that the current large-scale development 
of our oil and gas resources will continue to be advanced in the 
interests of the people of the Province, My Government con- 
siders it necessary and advisable to enact further legislative 
measures in this respect. 


You will be asked to approve legislation further to preserve 
and conserve these important resources and to provide for their 
effective utilization, having regard to the present and future 
needs of the people of the Province. This will include legislation 
embodying important changes in present conservation legislation 
and legislation to provide more effective control over the trans- 
port of oil and natural gas. 
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As this is a Special Session of the Legislature, only such 
other legislation that is of a particularly urgent nature will be 
submitted for your attention. 


I leave you now to your deliberations with confidence that 
you will faithfully discharge your duties and responsibilities 
with wisdom and dispatch. I pray that Divine Providence will 
guide and bless your work.

Therefore, freedom of debate having been maintained and 
observed by the rules and usages of the Assembly, it was obvious 
that the above amendments were presented for the purpose of 
obstruction and that such a course, if persisted in, would frustrate 
the authority of the Assembly. (Erskine May, 13th Edition, 
page 330.) 


The debate continued. 


The motion for the Third reading of the Bill being again 
proposed, Mr. Speaker declared the ‘“‘Ayes” have it and the names 
being called for were taken as follows:

His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor having 
entered the Assembly and being seated on the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker addressed His Honour in the following words: 
“MAY IT PLEASE YOUR HONOUR: 


The Legislative Assembly of the Province has at its present 
Sittings thereof passed a number of Bills to which, in the name 
and on behalf of the said Legislative Assembly, I respectfully 
request Your Honour’s Assent.” 


The Speaker then read the titles of the Bills that had passed 
severally as follows:

To these Bills the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


_ “In His Majesty’s name, His Honour the Honourable the 
Lieutenant Governor doth assent to these Bills.’’ 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following speech: 
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“MR. SPEAKER: 
“MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“In bringing to a conclusion this, the Second Session of the 
Eleventh Legislative Assembly, it gives me pleasure to convey to 
you my appreciation of the earnest and careful attention with 
which you have applied yourselves to your public duties. 


The important legislation you have enacted will prove bene- 
ficial to the interests affected and to the Province as a whole. 


“In declaring the Assembly prorogued, and relieving you 
from your duties, I pray that under Divine Providence our 
Province will advance to the attainment of the fullest measure 
of prosperity and happiness for all our people.” 


July 7th, 1949. 
The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“It is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
Will and Pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now pro- 
rogued and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”’ 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor then 
retired from the Assembly. 


The Assembly prorogued at 5:45 p.m. 
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
